Richard Martin (vicar of Alrewas) e1579-.... 

Martin, born perhaps about 1579, is of unknown parentage. He was probably only educated to 
literate grade. He was presumably ordained deacon and priest before 27 Feb 1637.8 when after 
presentation by John Hayward c1582-1651 qua Prebendary of Alrewas he was instituted vicar of 
Alrewas. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister, last signed the parish 
register about Nov 1644 and approved the appointment of a successor John Bould c1623-1657. 
Perhaps about Jul 1644 he was appointed compliant minister of Monks Kirby vicarage. He is said to 
have been in office as compliant minister of Finedon, Northants on 6 Nov 1645. Still at Monks Kirby 
on 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to the Act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. 
Afterwards he is said to have been "entertained by the then Earl of Denbigh". This was Basil 
Feilding 2nd Earl of Denbigh c1608-1675, sometime parliamentarian, who had a house and estate 
at Monks Kirby. In 1669 men of Martin’s name were preaching in Warwickshire at Burton Dassett, 
Birmingham and Southam. No further record has been discovered. Martin married on 16 Nov 1609 
to Ann (d 1659) (no known children). On 10 Oct 1659 a son of John Bould (above) was buried at 
Monks Kirby suggesting a close relationship between the Martin and Bould families. [NOTE: Martin 
may be confused with ............ ]

John Bould B.A. (presbyterian minister of Alrewas) c1623-1657 

Bould, born about 1623 at Swarkestone, Derbys, was likely a younger son of John Bould (rector of 
Swarkestone, Derbys) c1582-?1650. He studied at Cambridge where on 8 Feb 1639.40 he was 
admitted sizar at Jesus College and matriculated that year. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 
1643.4. He was presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman by about Sep 1646 when he 
was in office as presbyterian minister of Alrewas. Both the parishioners of the parish and their 
former minister Richard Martin e1579-.... had approved his appointment. 

Here he sometimes received an augmentation of £24 to his annual salary of £26/13/4. On 12 Apr 
1647 he took the Solemn league and covenant at London St Mary at Hill. On 20 Apr 1647 he was 
classically ordained as a presbyterian clergyman by the London Fourth Classis. Apparently a 
committed presbyterian, he signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648 as "John Bould Pastor of 
Alrewas." Bould conducted three marriages at Hints between 28 Dec 1653 and 8 Feb 1653.4 and 
may then briefly have been presbyterian minister of Hints. Still in office at Alrewas Bould died, 
aged about 34, on 11 Dec 1657 and was buried here on 12 Dec. After his death his augmentation 
was paid to his executors until 25 Mar 1658 because his wife Elizabeth had looked after the parish 
in this period. Bould married about 1647 to Elizabeth by whom he had 2 sons. Samuel Bold 
(prebendary of Lichfield Curborough) c1614-1677 was likely an older brother.

Thomas Bladon (presbyterian minister of Alrewas) c1631-1703 R6 


Bladon, born about 1631, was a son of Thomas Bladon of Newton [?Solney], Derbys. He was 
educated at Repton, Derbys. He studied at Cambridge where on 7 Feb 1654.5 he was admitted as a 
sizar at Magdalene College and matriculated the same year but did not graduate. He was 
presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman by 2 Mar 1655.6 when he entered office as 
presbyterian minister of Barton-under-Needwood parochial chapelry and recorded the event in the 
parish register "Thomas Bladen auspicatur apud Barton sub need=wood Martij 2do Anno Dom. 
1655". On 20 May 1658 after presentation by the Trustees for the maintenance of preaching 
ministers he was approved by the Commission for approbation of public preachers as presbyterian 
minister of Alrewas vicarage. He received an augmentation of £24 to his annual salary that had 
been paid to his predecessor. In Jun 1660 he continued in office as de facto vicar. In 1661 he paid a 
clerical subsidy of 10/0. On 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus 
to be deprived. In 1669 he was preaching at Walsall and in Dec 1672, as of Birmingham, Warwicks, 
was licensed as a presbyterian teacher. He is probably the man of this name who was appointed as 
a schoolmaster at Whittington on 16 Oct 1683 where he was living when he made his will on 18 Jan 
1693.4. A manuscript survey of dissenting ministers taken about 1691 has under Staffordshire the 
entry " Ministers that have a Competent Supply - Mr Tho: Bladen - [ejected Minister] Of Alrewas - 
able to goe abroad every Lords day 4. 5. or 6 miles for 9/0 or 7/0 pr day and horse hire paid out of 
it". Later he moved to Tamworth where he officiated at a baptism at Tamworth Presbyterian 
meeting on 14 Nov 1702. Here he died, aged about 72, and was buried on 13 Jan 1702.3. His will 
made on 18 Jan 1693.4 was proved under Lichfield on 15 Jan 1702.3 and 6 Dec 1704. In his will 
Bladon appointed as executors his "couzens" [? his nephew and niece] Thomas Rotheram and 
Hannah Rotheram (later wife of John Kenrick) who in 1704 were respectively defendant and 
plaintiff in a court case regarding his will. Birch may not have married. In his will he mentions 
other "couzens" [?nieces] Catherine, Ursula and Dionisia Harvey daughters and coheirs of Nicholas 
Harvey of Whittington gentleman c1618-1698. Ursula Harvey had married on 18 Sep 1673 at 
Whittington to Thomas Pretty (rector of Winchfield, Hants) c1650-1726. Calamy records in 1727 
"He was a very valuable Man for his Piety and practical Preaching. He had a great Aversion to 
Disputations; but when he was necessitated to any Thing of that Kind, was quick and sharp and full. 
He liv'd many Years at Birmingham, and preached at many Places thereabouts. I am inform'd he 
died at Tamworth." Bladon is said to have been the author of two sermons (nos XIII and XIV) 
published in England's remembrancer: Being a collection of farewel-sermons preached by divers 
non-conformists in the country (1663). A later writer (1802) says "Tho' long, they are not tedious; 
but are judicious, practical, and very appropriate". Both sermons were based on Acts xx 32 - "And 
now, brethren, I commend you to God, and to the word of his grace, which is able to build you up, 
and to give you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified."

" Every society shall have a separation, and every communion shall receive a dissolution. The dearest friends and sweetest 
relations, as of husband and wife, of parents and children, of ministers and people, whom nature, providence and election, 
hath joined together, and this strengthened with the strongest cement of love and affection; shall sooner or later, either by 
satan's rage, the malice of wicked men, or the stroke of death, be parted asunder. God's people are called strangers and 
pilgrims; they have no continued abiding till they come to heaven, that place of durable uninterrupted rest. And God's 
ministers have no assurance of their unchangeable residence among their beloved people. Of Paul's many journeys from one 
nation and church to another we have abundant mention in this history of the Acts; and in this chapter, of four. The last was 
to Miletus, from whence he sends to Ephesus, and calls together the elders of the church there, and takes his farewell of 
them." 

Having descanted on the several parts of it, he says, 

"The words of the text are a part of Paul's farewell to the beloved Ephesians, and must now be the subject of my valediction 
to you. Paul spake them as a departing man, but a living minister and apostle. I speak them as a living man, but a dying 
minister." 

Having discussed the several points proposed, he closes with some excellent directions to his people respecting their 
conduct in his absence from them. The following is selected as an answer to those who perpetually stigmatize the 
Nonconformists of that day, as enemies to government. 

"Live in subjection to the supreme power and authority of the nation. We are branded for rebels, fomenters of divisions, 
labouring to fire the nation with civil discord, and engage it in another war; but our practice and our doctrine shall witness 
the contrary to the world. And therefore I charge you, before God's holy angels, and God himself, the great judge of the 
world, that ye be subject to the higher powers. Be actively obedient, so far as you may keep peace and a good conscience 
within; and when you cannot obey actively, obey passively. Fear not Joseph's prison, nor Jeremiah's dungeon, nor Daniel's 
Lion's-den, for a good conscience: praying for all in authority, that under them we may lead a quiet and peaceable Life, in all 
godliness and honesty. Labour, I beseech you, by your quiet and peaceable lives, to vindicate the innocency of your mi- 
nisters, and their doctrine, from those black-mouthed blasphemies and reproaches which envy and malice and ignorance 
hath cast upon them. And doubtless God, in his due time, will revenge this dishonour done to his servants, whilst they have 
studied nothing else, and nothing more than the gaining of souls, in a faithful discharge of their ministry."

Sympson was born about 1641 son of Humphrey Sympson of Macclesfield, Cheshire yeoman c1608- 
1676 (? and Mary Edge) . He was educated at Macclesfield under Mr Croasdale. He studied at 
Dublin where on 27 May 1658 he was admitted a sizar at Trinity College. At Dublin he graduated 
B.A. about 1661 (M.A., St John's College, Cambridge, 1664). On 20 Feb 1661.2 he was ordained 
deacon and on 25 Feb 1661.2 ordained priest (both) by Lincoln. On 19 Jun 1662 he was appointed 
Vicar of Tideswell, Derbys where on 24 Oct 1662 he was also appointed a schoolmaster at the local 
grammar school. He resigned at Tideswell before 5 Feb 1662.3 when after presentation by the 
prebendary of Lichfield Alrewas (his future father-in-law) Richard Harrison c1611-1676 (then also 
Rector of Blithfield) he was instituted Vicar of Alrewas. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for 
Alrewas constablewick but was not assessed there. He was (plurally) instituted Rector of 
Coppenhall, Cheshire on 24 May 1669. He resigned at Alrewas and Coppenhall before 29 Jan 
1676.7 when he was appointed Vicar of Lichfield St Mary (in succession to his father-in-law). It is 
unclear whether he was inducted at Lichfield for in less than a month, on 25 Feb 1676.7, after 
presentation by Sharington Talbot of Salwarpe, Worcs Esquire 1599-1677 he was instituted as 
Rector at Lacock, Wilts. In office at Lacock he died, aged about 43, and was buried there on 19 Aug 
1684. His administration was recorded in the Archdeaconry of Wiltshire on 29 Aug 1684. His 
personalty was valued at £74/5/0. Sympson married on 1 Jan 1665.6 at Blithfield to Sarah c1642-.... 
eldest dau of Richard Harrison (Chancellor of Lichfield and prebendary of Lichfield Alrewas) c1611- 
1676 QV by whom he had at least 3 sons and 3 daughters. The marriage ceremony was conducted 
by his older brother John Sympson (Vicar of Dronfield, Derbys) c1640-1669. In 1696 Sympson's 
widow and three of their children were living at Lichfield in the household of her mother Elizabeth 
Harrison.

(Christ Church, Sydney) Walsh was licensed to the parish while still a Deacon. He was ordained 
priest by the Bishop of Australia, William Grant Broughton on 22 September 1839. During his 26 
years he oversaw the construction and interior decoration of Christ Church, and the creation of 
several daughter parishes, including, St Paul’s, Redfern and St Michael’s, Surry Hills. Among his 
parishioners were some of the poorest people in Sydney, and some of its leading citizens - such as 
Chief Justice Sir Alfred Stephen and Thomas Sutcliffe Mort. Described by his contemporaries as "an 
old-fashioned, academic High-Churchman", Walsh strove to bring liturgical dignity to the services 
in ways that, in time, became accepted practice throughout the Anglican Communion. His theology 
was the Tractarianism of Newman, Keble and Pusey, and in this teaching he was the chief exponent 
in the Diocese of Sydney, arousing considerable criticism. Walsh's influence in the diocese declined 
after the appointment of Evangelical Bishop Frederic Barker. He returned to England in 1865 but 


did not formally resign until 1867 before taking up parochial duties in the Diocese of Lichfield 

where he enjoyed the patronage of the Bishop, George Augustus Selwyn (formerly Bishop of New 
Zealand). He returned to Australia in 1880 as domestic chaplain to the Mort family at Bodalla and 
became the first Rector of All Saints’, Bodalla. He died there on 17 December 1882. [INTERNET]
